Americus, Ga. July 17.—(Spe- 
cial.) —On the day following the is- 
-guing of his commission as a com- 
missioned officer in the United 
States acrial service, and less than 
two weeks from the date set for 
his return to civil life, Second Lieu- 
tenant Barton E. Gates, of Flushing, 
L. L, was today instantly killed 
when he either fell or leaped from 
a speeding airplane at an estimated 
height of 2,000 feet while he was 
taking part in the “aerial circus” 
at Souther field. Witnesses to the 
accident said the life belt probably 
snapped. 

Lieutenant Gates’ death occurred 
in the final events of the air car- 
nival, which was attended by thou- 

‘gands of thrilled spectators from 
all parts of ‘the state. The great 


officer hurtle from his plane and 
take a sickening downward rush 
toward the earth. 

It became known only late to- 
night that Gates had been issued 
his commission as second lieutenant 
in the air forces, and first accounts 
of the tragedy that emanated from 
Americus spoke of him in his old 
rank as Sergeant First-class Gates.

One year ago this . morning. 
through the hanging shadows of 
early day and the gray dust of 
France, the vanguard of the Amer- 
ican expeditionary forces were push- 
ing through the broken and weary 
French lines—towards Chateau 
Thierry. : 

One year ago this morning, allied 
hopes were at the lowest possible 
ebb. One year ago tonight the world 
echoed and re-echoed with the glory 
and valor of American manhood! 
The New World had spoken, in tones 
edged with steel and tempered with 
fire, and July 18, 1918, will be a 
cherished heritage to American pos- 
terity. It is the crowning day of 
the world war. There in the blood 
and heroism of the youth of our 
land victory was conceived, and from 
then until the eleventh day of No- 
vember, it was nourished in the 
bosom of hope. 

They Died fer Peace. 

Out there now near the deserted 
battle lines are the small mounds 
which mark the path to glory, and 
those boys sleep in the arms of 
unshakable faith, believing that 
they sacrificed all in orger that en- 
during peace might be, afid on this 
day it is fitting for America to re- 
member that honor must be kept 
with the dead. They offered them- 
selves on the ephemeral altar of 
Mars for the edification of eternal 
peace; it must be. There can be no 
next war! ; 


Chateu Thierry was not the hard- 
est fight of the war; it was the 


greatest. There it was proven that 
German efficiency could not equal 
American dash, and the psycholog- 
ical influence compares with the 
military triumph in bringing the 
war to a successful close. 

Tella Story of Battle. 

Colonel B. M. Bailey, now of At- 
lanta, who commanded the first bat- 
talion of the 15th field artillery dur- 
ing the great offensive, telis his 
story of the fight in the magazine 
section of next Sunday’s Constitu- 
tion. It is graphically written and 
technically accurate, a personal 
touch pervading throughout which 
makes it all the more interesting. 
Major General E. M. Lewis, com- 
manding officer of Camp Gordon, 
who was in command of the 3d bri- 
wade, 9th and 23d infantry, 2d di- 
vision, at the same time states the 
morale of the American troops was 
unparalleled by any army, and he 
is a true worshipper of the “dough- 
boy” and the “devil dog.” 

Also on the page a wounded sol- 
dier at Fort McPherson .gives his 
opinion as to who was the bravest 
man at Chateau Thierry, and he was 
neither officer, soldier nor marine. 
He was “Pap.”

SOUTH GEORGIANS AID 
IN FIGHT ON REMOVAL 


Judging From Showing 
Made by Macon Advo- 
cates Thursday, It Is 
Now Believed Agitation 
Is Dead So Far as This 
Legislature Is Con- 
cerned. 


With a bare constitutional ma- 
jority needed to pass an ordinary 
bill sustaining Macon’s own motion 
on a roll call vote in tthe house 
yesterday to table the capital re- 
moval resolution, it is agreed by 
unbiased observers that the removal 
agitation is defeated so far as this 
general assembly is concerned. 

The motion to table was made by 
Representative Anderson, of Jenk- 
ins at the conclusion of the two 
hours’ debate on the subject which 
had been divided among speakers, 
most of whom were allowed only 
five minutes. Mr. Anderson, who 
made the motion to table, was Ma- 
con’s floor leader, 

It is known that quite a number 
of members who supported the mo- 
tion to table would not support 
Macon on a vote on merits, 
voted as they did Thursday to es- 
cape further conflict on the measure. 
The parliamentary situation was 
made perfectly plain by the speaker 
before the vote was put. The de- 
bate by general agreement is end- 
ed. It Macon desires at a later 
date in the session to call up the 
resolution that can be done by a 
majority vote and then the measure 
must be put on its passage without 
debate. 

Macon’s Defeat Seen. 

Considering the showing made by 
the Macon. advocates it is practi- 
cally assured that no further ef- 
fort will be made with this legisla- 
ture to move the capital. So far 
from having command of the neces- 
sary 129 votes, it is doubtful now 
whether they could even control a 
majority on a motion to take from 
the table. It was a noteworthy 
fact that quite a number of the 
South Georgia men voted with At- 
lanta for immediate action. 

The motion to table was spe- 
cifically made a test vote by Mr. 
Smith of Fulton, floor leader for 
the Atlanta side, who told the mem- 
bers in the concluding speech in 
the debate made for that side that 
Atlanta did not want to shirk or 
evade the issue but that the de- 
sire of her friends was for an im- 
mediate straightforward vote on 
the question so that the issue might 
be gotten out of the way and the 
general assembly get down to other 
business. The aye and nay vote 
was as follows:

VOTE FOR STRIKE 
F WAGE DEMANDS 
ARE NOT GRANTED 


Shop Craft Men, at Con- 
vention Here, Pass Reso- 
lutions to Quit Work on 
August 1 If Increases 
Are Refused. 


28,000 WORKERS WILL 
BE AFFECTED BY ORDER 


Railroad Workers Were 
Granted One Increase 
Only Short Time Ago. 
Conventions in Other 
Sections of Country to 
Follow. 


Voicing their determination to 
walk out from the various shops of 
16 southeastern roads in which they 
are employed by the railroad admin- 
istration on the first day of August 
if their demands for increased pay 
are not granted by July 31, dele- 
gates representing 28,000 members 
of the affiliated shop crafts in the 
southeastern division Thursday 
adopted a set of resolutions incor- 
porating the above demands and 
authorizing copies of the measures 
to be sent to all the grand lodges 
in division No. 3, and a copy matled 
to Director General Walker B. Hines, 
of the United States railroad admin- 
istration. All other divisions in the 
United States will also be notified 
pf the action of No. 3. 

After adopting these resolutions 
the delegates "Who have deen in ses- 
sion in Atlanta for three days, came 
to a close, the adjournment being 
at 12:30 o’clock. 

The resoltion that was adopted 
by the convention was as follows: 

“Be it resolved, That the At- 
lanta convention go on record 
that if the original. demands of 
85 cents per hour for mechanics 
and 60 cents per hour for helpers 
and 10 cents per hour increase 
for apprentices, retroactive to 
January 1, 1919, are not granted 
on or before July 31, 1919, that 
said shop crafts cease work on 
August 1, 1919, at 10 a. m. 

“Be it further resolved, That 
this convention immediately no- 
tify all other divisions of the ec- 
tion taken by this. convention. 
Also that a copy of these reso- 
lutions be furnished all grand 
lodge officers and officers of the 
railway department and also Di- 
rector General Hines.” 

At this meeting of the southeast- 
ern division, there were present 
representatives from 16 railroads. 

Given Raise Recently. 

The demand of the shop crafts 
for an increase in pay is said to be 
in addition to the increase that was 
recently granted them with other 
railroad workers in general order 
27, which gave the machinists and 
other crafts an increase of 13 cents 
per hour, and brought their hourly 
wages to 68 cents. Raises were also 
given to helpers and apprentices by 
general order 27, and these increases 
were made retroactive to January 
1, 1919. 

The new demands that are being 
made by the shop crafts are for an 
additional increase of 17 cents per 
hour for mechanics, and for higher 
pay for helpers and apprentices. 


While no figures were given out 
on the ballot, it is believed that 
the delegates attending the conven- 
tion voted almost solidly for the 
resolution, which is taken by many 
to be practically a strike ballot. The

He repeated 
such words as “preparedness,” “over- 
preparednéss,” and “militarism,” in 
such apparent disassociation with 
the questions, that Attorney Elliot 
G. Stevenson, counsel for The Trib- 
une, occupied pages of transcript 
in trying to straighten the testi- 
mony. 

A specimen of the examination 
typical of the whele was contained 
in Mr. Stevenson’s questions con- 
cerning the comment of Mr. Ford 
that Henry A. Wise Wood of New 
York, an active preparedness advo- 
cate, was aslave ofthe interests.“

BELA KUN OUSTED 
BY HUN COMMUNE 


Large Number of Troops 
Are Returning to Buda- 
pest and City Is in Dis- 
order. 


Paris, July 17.— (By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—Bela Kun, head of the 
Hungarian communist government, 
has been ousted, according to dis- 
patches from reliable sources in 
Vienna received by the peace con- 
ference. x 

Troops returning from the Czech 
front are reported entering Buda- 
pest in large numbers. Budapest 
was in disorder. 

Herr Boehm and Herr Lander 
have taken over control of the com- 
munist government. 


KUN BROKE 
WITH SOCIALISTS. . 

Bela Kun was reported in a Buda- 
best dispatch received Wednesday 
to have broken off with nearly all 
the socialist leaders. Officers of the 
soviet army. were said to be desert- 
ing at every opportunity. The com- 
munist ledder was quoted as having 
told his minister of education that 
he was tired to trying to ride so- 
cialist and ‘communist horses at the 
same time, 

Herr Boehm, who has been com- 
mander of the Hur rian armies, 


waa reported in prison in a dispatch 
from Vienna Wednesday. This dis- 
patch also stated that la Kun 
was seeking some excyse to leavs 
Hungary and. that he would not 
return. 

Bela Kun assumed the post of for- 
eign commissary, or minister of for- 
eign affairs in the Hungarian soviet 
government which succeeded the re- 
publi government set up by 
Count Karolyi. He took office in 
March, 1919, and immediately got 
in touch with the heads of the Rus- 
sian soviet government. He was 
considered the founder of the com- 
munist party in Hungary, 

The council of five at Paris, July 
5, reached the conclusion, it was 
Stated, that it was impossible to 
make peace with Bela Kun’s gov- 
ernment. Consequently it was con- 
sidered: necessary to maintain the 
blockade. 

Recent events in Budapest have 
presaged trouble. An attack was 
made on the soviet headquarters by 
three monitors, in the Danube, 
headed by land forces, on July 2. 
As a resuit of this uprising 40 stu- 
dents from the Budapest military 
academy and three officers were 
hanged. 

Bela Kun then issued a procia- 
mation stating: “Blood shall flow 
henceforth, if necessary, to insure 
the ‘protection of the proletariat.” 

Since Bela Kun's advent to power 
there has been much friction be- 
tween the Hungarian government 
and the allied representatives;

Every Move to Eliminate 
Drastic Provisions of 
General Enforcement 
Bill Is Voted Down. 


MINORITY IN POWER 
FOR BRIEF MOMENT 


Demand for Tellers, How- 
ever, Results in Defeat 
of Clause Providing Jury 
Trial for Violators of 
Injunctions. 


Washington, July 17.—Prohibi- 
tnon forces voted down in the house 
today every attempt to eliminate 
drastic provisions of the general 
enforcement bill, and while in full 
and absolute control, shut off de- 
bate at the word of their leader, 
despite the violent protest of the 
minority. 

When they had reached through 
the war-time enforcement portion 
of the three-part bill and got into 
the constitutional prohibition meas- 
ure proper, there were only 68 mem- 
bers on the floor, and so much con- 
fusion that a speaker could not 
make himself heard. It was 7 
o'clock tonight when the long roll 
call to obtain a quorum was start- 
ed, and members then had gone 
home, after declaring there was no 
good season for trying to force 
throub‘a bill to take care of a sit- 


January. 
Minimum Fine Stands. 


Before the house got into a snarl, 
however, the prohibition faction 
had fought off every attack on 
their bill. An amendment to strike 
out the minimum fine for those 
convicted of violating the war-time 
act, was fought over and defeated, 
68 to 57. This was offered by Rep- 
resentative Reavis, republican, Ne- 
braska, a prohibition member. of the 
judiciary committee. 

Chairman Volstead, of the judici- 
ary committee and patron of the 
bill, presented an amendment which 
was adopted without debate and 
which made the measure a bit more 
drastic in that it added the word 
“manufacture” to the many things 
a man was not to do with liquor 
in his office or home. 

For a brief moment late in the 
day the minority—described by the 
prohibitionists as the “wets’— 
swung into power, only to be thrown 
out by a demand for tellers, which 
meant an accurate count on a vote 
to amend the bill so that a person 
charged with violating a liquor- 
selling injunction might demand and 
obtain a trial by jury. 

This motion, offered by Repre- 
sentative Gard, democrat, Ohio, and 
warmly supported by former f&peak- 
er Clark, had provoked an hour's 
debate which was bitter at times, 
when the house put on the lid and 
started to vote. There was a noisy 
shout from the ayes, who appeared 
to have won. Instantly there was 
a demand for a division, and after 
members had been counted, the re- 
sult was announced—ayes 70, nays 
66, 

Censtitutional Dry Bill. 


The victory was not expected, 
even by the wets, and they realized 
they could not have won except 
before the large number of absentees 
on the other side. While the house 
was marching through the center 
aisle to be counted after demand for 
tellers had been made, calls were 
sent out for prohibition members, 
who came piling in in sufficient 
numbers to beat. the jury trial 
amendment by two votes—78 to 76. 
After rounding .up a quorum the 
house took up the constitutional 
prohibition enforcement bill, set 
down as part two of the measure, 
and defeated 71 to 35 an amend- 
ment by Representative Igoe, dem- 
ocrat, Missouri, eliminating the 
definition of intoxicants.

In Strictest Confidence. 


The president talked with the 
three senators in the strictest con- 
fidence. He discussed the Shantung 
provision of the treaty with them 
at great length, and gave them the 
impression that the Shantung ques- 
tion is very intricate and involved, 
and that it was agreed to at the 
peace conference as a compromise 
with Japan. 

When each of the three republi- 
cans left the white house he said 
that the president had not asked 
him to oppose any reservations to 
the treaty, and added that the talk 
had not changed his attitude and 
that he still favored certain reser- 
vations. 

The president has invited for to- 
morrow’s confidential conferences 
Senator Kellogg, of Minnesota, Mc- 
Nary, of Oregon, Capper, of Kansas, 
and Kenyon, of Iowa. All of these 
republican senators favor some kind 
of a league of nations but they 
have all announced that they want 
some reservations or definitions 
made in the treaty and league 
covenant that is now before the 
foreign relations committee of the 
senate. 

It was stated at the white house 
today that the president intends to 
go “right down the line” and invite 
every republican senator to confer 
privately with him. But no invita- 
tions beyond those for tomorrow's 
conferences have been received by 
the senators. 


Borah Asks Prebiscite. 


Senator Borah, in the senate to- 
day, challenged the democratic sen- 
ators to support a resolution pro- 
viding for a nation-wide prebiscite 
on the treaty and the league cove- 
nant, in order to.secure an accurate 
expression of public opinion on the 
document in the United States. The 
democratic senators refused to ac- 
cept the challenge, on the ground 
that the constitution does not pro- 
vide that such a plebiscite would 
be legal. 

Senator Borah, in urgin 
tional referendum, declared that the 
president should “call in the pec- 
ple” and explain the treaty provi- 
sions to them, instead of privately 
conferring with opposition senators’ 

Senator Lodge issued a statement 
explaining that the president has 
not been called before the foreign 
relations commtitee because the 
committee has not received any in- 
vitation from the president to do so 

Senator Lodge suggested that if 
the president wishes to confer with 
the senators the rules of the sen- 
ate provide that he can summon the 
senate as a whole to meet in the white 
house or anywhere else, and thet 
the president can appear before the

senate in the senate chamber in ex- 
ecutive session at any time he de- 
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pear before the committee on for- 
eign relations. No committee of 
congress has any right, or ought to 


have any right, to summon-the pres 


ident of the United States before 
them and no suggestion has been 
made that they oul& do so. The 
ground which Madison took, that 
he could not receive officially a 
committee of the senate because the 
senate was an independent and co- 
ordinate branch and the dealings of 
the president of the senate must 
be with the senate as a whole, so 
far as I know has never been de- 
parted from, and it has always seem- 
ed to me the absolutely ‘correct 
ground.

The stage has not yet 
been reached for examining an- 
body before the committee as the 
reading of the treaty has not yet 
been completed. 

„It is also well to remember that 
under the rules of the senate the 
president has the power to convene 
the senate at any place he pleases 
and that the senate is bound to go 
to that place and hear any commu- 
nication he desires to make. Our 
rules also provide for the president 
coming and sitting with the senate 
in executive session.” 

The president in his talk with 
Senators McCumber, Colt and Nel- 
son indicated clearly to them that 
he will seek to defend the Shantun 
proviso in the treaty on the groun 
that it is a compromise that had 
to be made with Japan in order 
to secure Japan's signature to the 
treaty. 

Each of the three senators talked 
as much at the conference as did 
the president. The president, ap- 
parently, wanted to hear their ob- 
jections to the treaty and the ledgue 
covenant as much as they wanted 
explanations. 

Opinion Not Changed. 

Senator McCumber called at the 
white house this morning and talk- 
ed with the president for more than 
an hour. When he returned to the 
capitol he said: 

“The president gave me a con- 
siderable amount of confidential in- 
formation which he does not want 
disclosed. The president’s talk tend- 
ed to show how the conclusions 
had been reached in certain provi- 
sions of the treaty. 

“What the president told me did 
not change my belief that certain 
reservations are necessary. In fact, 
the president made no attempt to 
change my position.” 

Senator Colt, of Rhode Island, 
waited until after he had delivered 
a speech in the senate, stating his 
objections to the treaty and the 
league covenant before he called. 

The president, at the outset, ex- 
pressed to Senator Colt a desire to 
make a fuller explanation of the 
than the president felt it proper to 
than the president felt itproper to 
make publicly. The president had 
piles of documents on his Wesk re- 
lating tb Shantung, and told Senator 
Colt that the Shantung question is 
extremely intricate and compli- 
cated. 

Senator Colt gained the impres- 
sion that the president has no dis- 
position to present the Shantung 
settlement in any other light than 
as a compromise necessary for the 
successful conclusion of peace, and 
that it was justified by the general 
results obtained. 

The president is said to feel that 
a fuller explanation of details con- 
cerning the negotiations in Paris 
reflects the result achieved in a dif- 
ferent light than it is seen when 
only the surface facts are known. 

The president made no request 
whatever to Senator Colt that the 
‘genator oppose reservations to the 
league covenant. The president 
rather defended all provisioris of the 
covenant and left the matter of 
reservations to the senator's indi- 
vidual judgment. 

The president indicated, however, 
that even though a clearer defini- 
tion of some of the terms or pro- 
Visions of the league covenant 
might be desirable, reservations by 
the senate would open the gates for 
amendments by other nations, and 
the ultimate result might be the 
complete upsetting of the balance 
of conflicting interests achieved 
with so much labor at the peace 
conference. 

Shed No New Light. 

No objection to a reasonable de- 
lay for debating the treaty is ex- 
pressed by the president. 

Senator Nelson, who has favored 
only minor reservations, left the 
white house after his talk with the 
president, impressed with the be- 
lief that the Shantung settlement 
will require a detailed and pro- 
longed study by the senate before it 
is accepted or rejected. 

J had a friendly talk with the 
president,” said Senator Nelson. 

He said that the president talked 
to him along the same lines that 
the president followed in his ad- 
dress to the senate.

ridden over the city with the offt 
cers of Souther field, who piloted 
Planes here in the various drives 
and campaigns in which they were 
featured. 

Lieutenant Gates was flying high 
the final events of the “aerial cir- 
cus” that was being staged-at South- 
er ficld in the presence of several 
thousand spectators from all parts 
of the state, who came here today 
to witness the flying exhibitions. 

Gates was flying high over the 
northwest corner of the field and 
alone, when spectators in that sec- 
tion of the field heard an unusual 
noise, which was followed imme- 
diately by the ghastly apparition 
of a human body hurtling headiong 
through the air. 

The plane at the same time was 
beyond control and was shooting 
diagonally and in a sickening man- 
ner away from the crowded field. 


John Frank Thomas, an eye-wit- 
ness to the fall, at the time was 


working a gang of negroes in a 

nearby field. He said that his at- 

tention was called to the machine, 

Which was at the time flying up- 

side down, by one of the negroes. 
Body Crushed. 

An instant later Gates’ body came 
hurtling out of the plane and fell 
on the ground only a short dis- 
tance away. Thomas stated that 
the flyer’s left arm was folded be- 
neath his body, but that otherwise 
he was lying in a natural position 
. on the ground. Gates was dead 
when Thomas reached his side. 

Thomas added that blood was 
flowing from the dead man’s eyes, 
nose and ears, and that he would 
judge from the nature and height 
of the fall that every bone in his 
body was broken. | 

Rader Sees Accident. 

Lieutenant Colonel Ira A. Rader, 
commanding officer of the post, also 
witnessed the fall. He stated that 
Gates was flying upside down at 
the time of the accident and at- 
tributed the accident to the break- 
ing of the flyer’s life belt or some 
similar mishap. 

Gates was a skilled flyer, having 
gotten his plot’s license only a few 
weeks ago, along with two other 
non-commissioned officers. He was 
driving a Curtiss training plane, 
which was found more than a mile 
away from the spot where Gates’ 
body hit the ground, completely de- 
molished. The plane did not catch 
fire, but was torn to bits by the 
force of its fall. 5

House Quits at 10 P. M.

It consists of a 
céntral small replica of the regula- 
tion bronze five-pointed star dis- 
charge button, surrounded by a nar- 
row circular band of blue enamel, 
. N American 
Legion,“ in gold letters. The but- 
ton has a fluted gold edge. The 
central replica of the discharge but- 
ton will be silver instead of bronze 
for members of the Legion who 
were wounded in the service.

Chicago, July 16.— When a Chi- 
cago financial house having no di- 
rect connection with international 
business, but governed by a desire 
to protect its customers issues 4 
warning based on the condition of 
the foreign exchanges it is seen that 
the situation as between the United 
States and Europe is making an im- 
pression in an interest where a 
check on American enthusiasm is 
most needed. That house calls at- 
tention to quotations today of ster- 
ling, francs, lires and marks, the 
lowest in the history of these mone- 
tary units, noting 9, 40 and 65 per 
cent as the discount on the bills of 
Great Britain, France and Italy re- 
spectively, the discount on German 
bills being about the same as on 
Italian. A warning is issued that 
under these conditions it will be dif- 
ficult to get capital in this country 
for the help of Europeans and that 
logically our exports will decline. 
This is good reasoning as of an or- 
dinary time, and even in these ex- 
traordinary times events will ulti- 
mately justify it. The house re- 
ferred to passes along to its cus- 
tomers the opinion of high authori- 
ties that Europe is on the verge of 
a gigantic financial collapse. 

Boom Cannot Last, 

This thought is not new to those 
most familiar with international 
finances but has been an ache in their 
own hearts these many months, That 


this country is having a boom in 
stocks simply means that we have 
the quick capital of the world, but 
they do not believe that with one 
hemisphere prospering and the oth- 
er bankrupt, the boom can last in- 
definitely or that it is the part of 
wisdom to join in with the boom- 
ers.

SHANTUNG DEAL 
TAINTS LEAGUE,

Washington, July 17.—Urging the 
senate to refuse acceptance of the 
Shantung provision in the peace 
treaty, Senator Sherman, republican, 
of Illinois, declared today that the 
section giving Japan control of 
Shantung peninsula “so taints and 
poisons the professed altruism with 
which the league of nations was 
heralded as to crown it the superla- 
tive treachery in the history of mod- 
ern times. 

The provision, asserted the speak- 
er, would aid Japan in becoming “the 
saber rattler of the world.” and 
strengthen her for the day when she 
might try, like Germany, for worid 
empire. In such an eventuality, he 
continued, and with British and 
Japanese interests in the Orient 


„identical“ the United States might 
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cities dominated by alien powers, her 
mining and railway rights seized by 
Japan, does not appear except under 
the rule of coveteous desire coupled 
with military force. 

Jap Emperor and Kaiser. 

“It is material to notice under the 
Japanese constitution the emperor 
has the supreme command of the 
army, and navy, declares war, makes 
peace and concludes treaties. ‘The 
kaiser could do no more in the days 
he menaced Europe and the world. 
It is as plain as the noonday sun 
that the government is autocratic, 
and that it will add Chinese province 
upon province, concessions upon con- 
cessions until an Asiatic kaiser will 
deminate the affairs of Asia and the 
Pacific ocean. 

“In 1897, Germany professing to 
be exasperated by the murder of two 
exiled German missionaries by ignor- 
ant fanatics in Shantung, sent Ger- 
many’s warships to the bay, bom- 
barded the ports, landed troops and 
occupied the territory. in settlement, 
she compelled the Chinese govern- 
ment to sign a ninety-nine-year 
lease with .concession for railway 
building and mining. A mere lease

another- does not divest the lesser 
government of sovereignty of the 
territory so leased. Japan entered 
the war for the express purpose of 
driving the Germans out of the 
jeased territory. The expulsion of 
Germany gave Japan no sovereign 
rights there which she has since as- 
sumed. 

„The harshness of Japenese occu- 
pation, thé cruelties inflicted on 
the helpless inhabitants, the seizure 
of property and the resulting loot- 
ing irresistibly turn ones thoughts 
to the German conduct in Belgium. 
We denounce one in unmeasured 
terms. We are asked to approve the 
other and declare it justified in a 
holy cause. 

Made Occupancy Permanent. 

“Japan intends, we are told, in a 
limited time, to withdraw from 
Shantung and return that country to 
the Chinese. In every instance in 
which Japan has pledged herself on 
the continent of Asia to occupy tem- 
perorarily, she has made that oc- 
cupancy permanent, 

“The United States exercises sov- 
ereignty in the Philippines. Japans 
expansion is seaward as well as land- 
ward. Her ambition covers the Pa- 
cific ocean as well as the Asiatic 
mainland. With Germany in per- 
petual intrigue, it is no far inference 
that a practical partition resulting 
from a union of these two powers 
in Europe and Asia is no impossible 
event. 

“Japan assumes sovereign rights 
over Chinese territory. Mere re- 
finement of language or specious in- 
terpretation will not remove this im- 
pending truth. Japan will not sur- 
render this advantage so gained. 
Article X and the portion of the 
treaty relating to Shantung are twin 
brothers of a common iniquity. They 
speak the language of a joint out- 
rage and bear all the evidence of 
deliberate prearranged conspiracy. 

“Great Britain bore a large part 
in the war. The life blood ot Great 
Britain is her foreign trade. We are 
without adequate experience in for- 
eign trade. We are upon the thres- 
hold of that experiment. Great Brit- 
ain is keenly observant of her course. 
She has been void of sentiment and 
sometimes of humanity in breaking 
down and destroying her rivals. 

“We have denied Japan the right 
of immigration for her subjects. It 
is a wound to their pride. We are 
vulnerable in the Philippines. Our 
great friend lies beyond in the peo- 
ple of the Chinese republic. 

“In our day of peril it must be 
remembered that the interests of 
Great Britain and Japan in the Ori- 
ent are identical. 

“We can defend ourselves. It will 
be a heavy price to pay, but it will 
be paid. We may lose the Philip- 
pines. Our greatest friend may then 
be the Chinese people whom today 
we are asked -to humiliate and dis- 
member.” 


MAIN PRINCIPLES 
OF NATION LEAGUE 
BACKED BY COLT 


Washington, July 17.—Announeing 
his support of the principles em- 
bodied in the league of nations cov- 
enant, but withholding judgment 
regarding certain reservations, Sen- 
ator Colt, republican, of Rhode 
Island, told the senate today that 
the nation “must at least see the 
great undertaking upon which we 
have embarked in entering the war 
through to the end, which can only 
be done by our becoming a mem- 
ber of the league.” 

The Rhode Island senator de- 
clared himself unable to agree 
with the objections that the league 
would create a super-state or sub- 
vert the American constitution. He 
said, however, that the Monroe 
doctrine must be clearly safeguard- 
ed and domestic questions left for 
national action. 

Association of Free Nations. 

“The league of nations, in its es- 
sence, is simply an association of 
free nations,” he said. 

“The principle of international 
co-operation as the means by 
which the international peace can 
be made secure, has never been tried 
before. All other means of prevent- 
ing war have failed. Not to try 
this experiment would leave the 
world in the same condition of in- 
ternational anarchy as it was be- 
fore the war. There is no antago- 


| nism between true nationalism and 


an internationalism which would 
substitute the reign of law for the 
reign of force. 

“If we believe that it would be 
dishonorable to withdraw from Eu- 
rope at this time, to desert France. 
England and Italy in this critical 
hour, when the whole world is in a 
turmoil, then the United States 
should certainly remain in the 
league during this world settle- 
ment and until peace and order are 
restored. To my mind, we must at 
least see the great undertakings 
upon which we embarked in enter- 
ing the war through to the end and, 
as part of this undertaking, we 
must help to re-establish a new 
world order by the enforcement of 
the terms of peace, which can only 


at d | be done by our becoming a member 
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of nations. 
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treaty leaves the world on fire, 
with national aspirations unsatis- 
fied, territorial limits undefined, ra- 
cial conflicts impending, and. with 
ineipient wars already starte if 
it is unthinkable for us to desert 
England, France and Italy when 
the world is in chaos, we must 
become a member of the league as 
providing the only machinery for 
the restoration of peace and order. 

“The provisions of the league 
with respect to arbitration. or in- 
vestigation and report have been 
criticised as not strong enough, but 
they clearly will tend to prevent 
war. 

“As to the general objection that 
the league creates a super-state 
and Whence is destructive of our in- 
dependence and sovereignty, I am 
unable to see the force of the ar- 
gument in support of this proposi- 
tion. A super-state cannot be form- 
ed when every material power that 
is exercised by the league requires 
the unanimous consent of the ex- 
ecutive council or of the delegates. 


Treaty-Making Power. 


“Nor am I impressed with the 
constitutional objections. The 
treaty-making power, under the 
constitution, is of the broadest 
character, and it includes every- 
thing that is properly covered by 
the term treaty and is not in con- 
flict with some express provision 
of the constitution. 

“I believe the populm sentiment 
is-universal, and I certainly share 
it, that the Monroe doctrine should 
be clearly safeguarded. I also be- 
lieve that domestic questions, like 
immigration, which in some of 
their aspects may be international, 
should be properly safeguarded. 
The storm center of these reserva- 
tions seems to be article 10. As to 
the retention of this article, much 
may be said on beth sides. It may 
be argued that the United States 
ought not to bind herself for all 
time to guarantee the territorial 
integrity and political independence 
of the members of the league 
against external aggression. and 
yet that argument might not apply 
with the same force to protecting 
the territorial settlements made by 
the peace conference until this new 
world order is fully established and 
the present peace of the world 
made secure. There is a wide dis- 
tinction between a temporary and 
a permanent retention of article 10. 

“Upon the question of reserva- 
tions I reserve my judgment for a 
full discussion and consideration.”

Compromise Offered. 


Realizing defeat in advance the 
Macon members offered a compro- 
mise at the opening of the session, 
when a substitute measure for the 
original resolution, which had been 
so thoroughly riddled from a legal 
and constitutional. standpoint by 
Robert C. Alston appearing at the 
public committee hearin for At- 
lanta. This substitute was proposed 
by Mr. Strozier, of Bibb. , 

It even raised Macon's money bid 
from one to three million dollars 
and proposed that the Bibb bond 
issue should be made on the action 
of the county commissioners with- 
out ever giving the people of Bibb 
county an opportunity to vote on 
the question: This would be an un- 
heard of procedure in bond elec- 
tions and was attacked by the other 
side as 5 teagan. 4 unfair to Bibb 
county. The substitute further pro- 
vided that the capital would not: be 
removed until Macon had made good 
on her promises, delivered Tatnal! 
square to the state in fee simple and 
raised the three millions in bonds 
provided in the resolution. 

While it was the hope of the Ma- 
con members that the substitute 
would meet the legal objections 
raised by Atlanta to the bill, it is 
not believed that its introduction 
changed a vote in favor of the meas- 
ure. On the other hand, it was so 
manifestly unfair to the voters of 
Bibb: county themselves, who were 
denied a voice in making their own 
debts by the very crowd who have 
taken as their slogan in Atlanta: 
“Leave it to the people,” that, if 
there were any changes they were 
against the Macon proponents and 
not in their favor. This was prob- 
ably the case, as the vote for the 
Atlanta side was really larger than 
the Atlanta men had ever claimed. 
Being considerably more than a 
third of the house, it means that 
they have absolute control of the 
question from now on. While it 
may be possible for Macon to bring 
about another vote on the question, 
it would be facing the almost in- 
evitable issue of defeat if she under- 
took to do so. 


Speakers on Removal. 


The speakers on the respective 
sides were as follows: For Macon, 
Quincey, of Coffee; Bale, of Floyd; 
Knight, of Berrien; Carswell, of 
Wilkinson; Pace, of Sumter; Coch- 
ran, of Bibb, and Lankford, of 
Toombs. For Atlanta, Sweat, of 
Ware; Hollis, of Muscogee; Haynie, 
of Oconee; Stoval, of McDuffie: Kel- 
ley, of Gwinnett; Davis, of Ogle- 
thorpe; Moore, of Butts; Johnson. 
of Barrow; Mundy, of Polk, and 
Smith, of Fulton. 

The gist of the argument of the 
Macon members was to the effect 
that the question was one for the 
people of the state to decide and 
that the legislature was in duty 
bound to give the people an oppor- 
tunity to vote on it if a reasonably 
strong demand were made therefor. 

They submitted that it was evi- 
dent that there was a strong de- 
mand for a vote by the people, in- 
asmuch as the removal advocates 
admittedly were in contro! of more 
than a majority of both houses. The 
capital ‘belonged to the people, they 
said, and the location of it should 
be submitted to a referendum vote. 

r. Carswell, of Wilkinson, ridi- 

culed the idea of the negro enter- 
ing into the contest, declared that 
if any south Georgia man started 
such an agitation, the governor 
would be compelled to call out 
troops to prevent him from being 
lynched. 
The Atlanta men replied that 
there was no evident popular de- 
mand for the removal of the capi- 
tal, but that, even if the demand 
were as strong as the Macon men 
claimed, representatives would be 
bound by their oaths of office to 
vote according to their consciences 
in the matter. A vote to submit by 
the general assembly could mean 
nothing else than a recommendation 
by it to the ople to move the 
capital, Judge Sweat declared. Were. 
they willing to do that with all the 
strife and possible reintroduction of 
the negro question it would entail. 
with greatly increased expense to 
the taxpayers at a time when great 
state institutions were actually on 
the verge of starvation becatise of 
the failure of the state to adequately 
support them.

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Negroes Being Hunted in 
England With All the 
Zest of an Enraged 
Southern Community. 


By Jobn 8. Steele. 


London, July 17.—It has been a 
popular amusement in certain high- 
brow circles in England to sneer at 
America because of certain unpleas- 
ant meidents between negroes and 
white men in states where the negro 
population. is strong and sometimes 
offenslve. After the events of the 
last fortnight I don’t think that Eng- 
land can claim to have anything on 
the United States in the matter of 
gentle treatment of negroes. 

As @ matter of fact England, in 
the wider sense of the British em- 
pire, never had anything on the 
United States with regard to the 
negro problem. British white men 
in Cape Town or Johannesburg are 
no more disposed to admit the biack 
man to social equality than are 
American white men in Savannah or 
New Orleans. Even in India the 
Sahibs draw a hard and fast line 
which the natives, no matter how 
highly born or cultured they may 
be, Must not pass. But England has 
hitherto been free from the color 
quesiion. Now the war has brought 
it to her and the Englishmen who 
were horrified a few years ago at 
negro lynchings in the south are 
now hunting negroes in the streets 
of English cities with all the zest 
that has ever.been attributed to a 
crowd of enraged southerners. 


Men and Women. 


And the cause of the outbreak of 
anti-negro feeling is the same as 
that which has aroused the south- 
erners from time to time—the rela- 
tionship between black men and 
white women. 

The fact is that the war has 
brought England for the first timea 
black populetion. Thousands of col- 
ored men from Africa, the West 
Indies and the British colonies were 
imported to do the work of the dock- 
ers, and other unskilled laborers who 
were drafted for the army. ‘I'nou- 
sands more were shipped as sea- 
men on British merchant ships to 
replace the men who had joined the 
navy. Now these men do not want 
to go home and they have estab- 
lished extensive negro quarters in 
Liverpool, Cardiff, Barry, Newport, 
and other British seaport towns. 
They have taken up with white 
women and they have entered into 
economic competition with white 
men. They have also claimed equal- 
ity in a social sense and the British 
white man is no more dispased 
to concede that when it comes to a 
real test than is the American white 
man. 


Bloody Riots. 


The result has been a series of 
riots as bloody as any race riots that 
have ever disgraced the United 
States. A score of men at least have 
been killed and hundreds injured. 
Houses in the negro quarters have 
been burnt and wrecked. 

In Liverpool more than a thou- 
sand negroes were locked up in the 
local prison to protect them from 
the fury of the white mob. In Car- 
diff and Barry the local police force 
had its hands full and the disturb- 
ances did not subside until it was 
announced that troops would be 
called in to protect the negroes. The 
British authorities have announced 
that all the Iback men who were 
in the army and who were imported 
for work under army conditions will 
be repatriated at once and in the 
meantime will be kept for their own 
safety, in prisons or internment 
camps. 

The negroes, of course, are mak 
ing the most of the situation. They 
declare that they came over here to 
help England in her hour of peril 
and now that the peril is over they 
are not accorded the ordinary rights 
of men and brothers. I am afraid 
that they won't receive these rights. 
The Englishman is willing enough 
to philosophise about the equality 
of all men, at a proper distance, but 
as soon as he comes in contact with 
the inferior races his treatment of 
them is just about the same as uhat 
of any other white man.

PLANNED 10 ORGANIZE 
ALL MARINE WORKERS 


New York, July 17.—A plan of the 
Industrial Workers of the World to 
organize the marine workers of sev- 
eral European and South American 
countries into “one big union” was 
disclosed in letters seized in the 


raid on the headquarters of the or- 
ganization a few weeks ago and 
submitted as evidence here today 
when the joint legislative commit- 
tee resumed its inquiry into radical 
and seditious activities in New York 
state. 

The letters, written-by various of- 
ficials of the organization, showed 
that marine workers were being or- 
ganized into. the Marine Transport 
Workers’ Industrial Union. No, 8 of 
the I. W. W. One of the docu- 
ments read into the record, dated 
Chicago, June 10, was written by 
James Scott, who had been made 
acting secretary and treasurer of 
the union. It stated that efforts 
were under way to organize the 
transport workers of Argentina, 
Chile, Cuba, Mexico, Ireland, Spain 
and Holland, and that operations 
would be extended to other coun- 
tries as funds became available. 

A. E. Stevenson, associate coun- 
sel for the committee, also offered 
in evidence in July, 1919, a copy of 
The Messenger, a radical publica- 
tion for negroes. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that two of its edi- 
tors were instructors in the Rand 
School of Social Science, which was 
raided by agents of the committee, 
and that its editorial policy was fa- 
vorable to the I. W. W. 

Mr. Stevenson then read extracts 
from its editorials urging negroes 
to join the I. é movement. 
Which was characterised as the only 
labor arganization recognizing the 
equality of negroés, and setting 
forth that 
organization were working side by 
side with negroes and Japanese in 
the harvest fields of the west.

obsolescence, such shortage purus 
accrued interest on accumulated 
portion of just return withheld 
from investers must necessarily be 
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considered to be-part of the cost of 
development of the property and 
its business, and be included as an 
element of value. 


„If an electric ratiway property 


be valued ‘as is proposed by im- 
practical theorists at its cost less

Georgia contains 12,000,000 acres 
agriculturally unoccupied and un- 
used—nearly one-third of its whole 
area. 8,000,000 of these acres are 
in the oastal plane. 

These and similar lands of the 
south are now universally recog- 
nized as the only remaining lands 
of this country best suited to the 
further development of the cattle 
industry. They offer unsurpassing 
advantages for all forms of live- 
stock production. 

The idle cutover pine lands o the 
south is the range land of the im- 
mediate future. 

The unused lands of middie and 
north Georgia are the dairy and 
sheep lands of tomorrow. 

The day will come when these 
12,000,000 acres will be paying 
their owners handsome returns, 
producing a golden stream of fev- 
enue for the state. 

Intelligent leadership in agricul- 
ture in every community is the 
greatest asset that any state can 
have. It is a crying need of Geor- 
gia now that the boll weevil has 
enforced an agricultural revolution. 

We need trained animal husband- 
rymen in Georgia. They should be 
made out of Georgia boys and the 
state should no longer depend on 
other states to train them for us. 

The cotton farmer needs the ser- 
vice of the man trained in animal 
‘husbandry to familiarize him with 
the intricacies of successful live- 
stock raising. The business inter- 
ests of the state need to feel the 
force of trained animal husbandry- 
men in creating new farm wealth 
to offset the loss to the boll weevil,

When we have completed the 
Spring and Alabama street viaducts, 
we must then turn our attention to 
the problem of getting across the 
railroad at Pryor and Central ave- 
nue. The railroad tracks must elther 
be put under the ground or we must 
build bridges over the tracks. The 
time has come, as a matter of fact, 
when the railroad must be put un- 
der the town or the town must 
build over the rallroads. The only 
alternative will be to abandon the 
south side and move the city in its 
entirety to the north side. There- 
fore, we have simply been tem- 
porizing.. The time has come when 
the question of traffic and transpor- 
tatioh in the city of Atlanta must 
be taken hold of by men big enough 
to comprehend it and by men who 
can see that they must put aside 
their selfish interests in order that 
the city may grow. The problem 
should be approached as a whole 
and we should cease our policy. of 
handling it piece-meal.

ever been witnessed in à battle of

Fi- 
nally he solved that problem, and 
saved millions upon millions of dol- 
fars of waste for the railway, and 
founded his business.

Lesson 4. 

Holding Up Rusners. 

Aside from the actual pitching 
to batters, the most important 
work of a pitcher consists of hold- 
ing base runners close to the 
bases. Wlthout a motion which will 
prevent runners from getting away 
from the bases, especially first base, 
lead, no pitcher is a 
good pitcher. To permit.this prac- 
tically is to make every other base 
hit as good as a two- bagger. and it 


means defeat. Besides . that, the 
pitcher who does not forte runners 


to stick close to the bags, handi- 
caps his catcher to such a degree, 
by compelling him to hurry his 
throws, that he will make the 
catcher a bad one for the day. 

The pitcher, working. when run- 
ners are not on the bases, uses the 
longest and freest swing of the arm 
and body possible, both to attain 
speed and to work without waste ef- 
fort. The moment a runner reaches 


the bases it becomes necessary to! 


alter this motion materially. There- 
fore, every really finished pitcher 
must have two motions. With run- 
ners on bases it is necessary to 
eliminate all false motion, to reduce 
the swing of the arm, so far as 
possible, and to use the arm more 
and the body less. The short-arm 
pitchers, with short, quick swings, 
maturally are most effective when 
runners are on bases, because they 
are compelled to change their nat- 
ural motion less than are the long, 
overhand swingers. 

Practice throwing with a quick 
and preferably a side-arm swing, 
using the shoulder muscles and 
swinging the body from the hips. 
Shorten the step. It is not necessa- 
ry to lose the weight of the body 
entirely in shortening the pitching 
motion. 


With a runner on first the pitcher | 


should watch him closely at all 
times and pitch more slowly than 
when the bases are free. The very 
fact that the pitcher glances across 
atthe runner attends to prevent him 
from taking a running start. Also 
it is frequently possible for the 
pitcher to observe, from the action 
of-the runner or of the coacher, 
which pitched. ball the runner in- 
tends to attempt to advance upon. 
and he can pitch accordingly for, in 
four cases out of five, the runner 
will not attempt a direct steal, but 
will rely upon the hit-and-run 
play. me hit-and-run, or run-and- 
hit, is betrayed more frequently by 
the runner on first base than by any 
other thing, and the ptcher fre- 
quently can detect it at the last in- 
stant, even while starting to pitch 
and, by throwing wide to the plate, 
prevent hitting and enable the 
catcher to make an easy catch and 
throw to second. . 

This is much beter than deliberate 
pitching out, which is more fre- 
quently a waste of a pitched ball 
than otherwise. 

With runners on second base, the 
duty of holding runners close to 
the bag depends largely upon the 
second baseman and shortstop, - 

The pitcher can aid by pitching 
with a short motion and by looking 
back occasionally, but he must rely 
upon the catcher for signals for the 
throw back to the base unless he 
has previously planned with. the

REPORTS OF MEXICAN 
INTERVENTION DENIED 


| Assistant Secretary of State 


Says There Is No Founda- 
tion for Reports. 


(The Constitution—London Times—Philadsiphia 
Public Ledger Service.—Copyright, 1919.) 
Washington, July 17.—Statements 


appearing in newspapers in Buenos 
Aires and cabled to this country to 
the effect that the United States had 
determined upon armed intervention 
in Mexico were denied officially to- 
day by Third Assistant Secretary of 
State Long. 

“It has been reported in various 
publications in South America,” the 


State department denial read, “that 
the United States has determined 
to effect armed intervention in 
Mexico and to assume control of the 
Mexican government. 

“There is no foundation for that 
statement. The United States has 
not determined upon that policy.” 

Later an official of the Mexican 
embassy added the followinig: 

“There is only one issue between 
the United States and Mexico, the 
Oil question. When that is removed 
there will be no issue between the 
two governments.” 

It was indicated on high authority 
that the state department regards 
the oil dispute as juridical and not 
a political question, politics not only 
entering insofar as may be necessary 
for the state department to see that 
the rights and interests of Ameri- 
can nationals in, Mexico are prop- 
erly safeguarded. 


Denounced Stories. 


State department officials for sev- 
eral days past have denounced news- 
paper stories which stated that the 
United States was preparing to in- 
tervene in Mexico, and American as 
well as Mexican officials here have 
charged the oil interests with re- 
sponsibility for “an apparent propa- 
ganda” to create pro-intervention 
sentiment in the United States. “The 
American people do not want inter- 
vention,” one official deciared. 

No new representations have been 
made by the state department to 
Mexico in the oil negotiations re- 
cently and from Mexican sources it 
is learned that the Mexican congress 
is expected to pass legislation which, 
together with official construction of 
Article XXVII. o. the new Mexican 


oil companies and at the same time 
conserve for Mexico her vital in- 
terests.“ 

Ambassador Bonillas has not yet 
made any appointment with Acting 
Secretary of State Polk, but is ex- 
pected to cal] before the latter sails 
for France. It is thought that Sec- 
retary Lansing will e charge of 
Mexican negotiations immediately 
after his return from Paris, when 
the questions of raising the embargo 
on the exportation of arms and mu- 
nitions to Mexico will be considered. 
Mexico, it is pointed out, will be able 
to obtain such supplies now from 
other countries if the United States 
continues to apply the embargo.

Chicago, July 17.—John W. Wor- 
thington, former Gicago broker, 
wanted in connection with the theft 
of $135,000 worth of securities from

ger of the immediate future. 

Dissatisfaction with the peace 
treaty on the ground that it per- 
petuates causes of fresh wars, is 
growing among the socialist bodies 
of continental Europe, which con- 
tinue to pass resolutions calling for 
radical revision.

Expert Testifies. 


Washington, July 17.—A serious 
fuel shortage next winter faces the 
country, with a rise of $5 or $6 a 
ton for coal, unless railroads, man- 
ufacturing industries and individ- 
ual consumers buy their cold weath- 
er supply now. This was the tes- 
timony given today to the rules 
committee by C. E. Lesher, of the 
geological survey. 

Legislation regulating the coal 
industry, and impartial advice from 


a distinterested source for guidance 


of the consuming public might re- 
sult from a congressional inquiry, 
witnesses said, and unless present 
buying is stimulated there will oc- 
cur in mid-winter a serious short- 
age of fuel, railroad congestion and 
néar-panic; in short, a recurrence 


of an old evil. 
Production Less. ‘ 

Anthracite production for the last 
seven and a half months is ten and 
a half million tons less than for 
the corresponding period last year, 
Mr: Lesher stated, and the bitumi- 
nous production is about seventy- 
five million tons less. Lack of de- 
mand was cited ae the cause of 
low production. 

“Coal man fear the situation may 
get away from them,” the witness 
explained. “They fear prices may 
go up $5 or $6.a ton, and they know 
such a circumstance would reflect 
on them, Thus they are advertis- 
ing the situation in the hope of 
averting a winter fuel famine. The 
only remedy is for the consuming 
public to lay in supplies now. It 
is better to have excitement over a 
coal shortage now than have it after 
next September.“ 

Warns of Recurrence. 


George H. Cushing, managing di- 
rector of the American Wholesale 
Coal association, said the worst coal 
shortage during the war occurred 
in the eastern and northeastern 
parts of the country and was due 
to lack of transportation facilities. 
„ He gave warning that the condition 
would recur, to what extent depend- 
ed on industrial activities there. 

“Railroads, public utilities and 
industries now have less than their 
normal reservé stocks,” said Mr. 
Cushing. “Retail dealers west of 
the Mississippi have small reserves. 
The wheat movement, beginning in 
September, simultaneously with the 
heaviest coal movement of the year, 
will cause the railroads to make a 
‘choice of shipments’ and transpor- 
tation troubles will result.”

WALTER BISHOP SAVED 
BY PLEA OF INSANITY 


F irst of Three Tried for 
Foukal Murder to Es- 


cape Conviction. 


Bay Minette, Ala., July 17.— 
Walter Bishop was declared “not 
guilty by reason of insanity” by a 
jury here at 8:30 o’clock tonight. 
He was charged with first degree 
murder as a result of the shoot- 
ing of Frank Foukal to death in 
jail here June 22. 

Judge A. E. Gamble tomorrow will 
order that Bishop be incarcerated 
in the state insane asylum. 

The verdict of the jury was con- 
trary to an opinion given by Dr. 
W. D. Partlow, alienist expert, to 
the attorney general's office at 
the opening of the murder trials. 

Bishop made a plea of not guilty 
by reason of insanity and testified 
that “a divine revelation of God 
had ordered him to organize a mob 
and kill Frank Foukal.” Bishop is 
a preacher. 

ishop was the first of three de- 
fendants tried on a charge of mur- 
dering Foukal to escape conviction 
for the crime of shooting the slayer 
of Robert Bishop, brother of the 
preacher. Louis Bishop, another 
brother, was convicted Thursday 
and sentenced to fifteen years in 
the penitentiary. Sim Andrews, 
former deputy sheriff, was con- 
victed of manslaughter and re- 
ceived a sentence of ten years in 
the penitentiary. 

No other cases in connection with 
the lynching of Foukal will be tried 
until Monday. The cases charging 
second degree murder and con- 
spiracy will likely be tried collec- 
tively during the early part of 
next week. 

Bishop sat calm and collected 
throughout his trial, only showing 
the least bit of nervousness by the 
twitching of his fingers. 


REGULATIONS ISSUED 


ON SACRAMENTAL WINE 


Washington, July 17.— Regulations 
issued today by the bureau of in- 
ternal revenue Afford every religious 
organization in the United States 
opportunity to obtain wine for sac- 
ramental purposes. 

“We have endeavored to cut out 
all red tape,' Deputy Commis- 
sioner Gaylord said, “and have made 
the regulations easy for bona fide 
organizations to follow.” 

Where sacramental wines are pro- 
duced and distributed under clericai 
supervision, as in certain monas- 
teries of the Roman Catholic church, 
the usual internal revenue tax must 
be paid and accurate records Kept 
of all shipments. In case of pur- 


under church supervision, the bu- 


reau expressed a preference that an 


affidavit of the use to’ which the 
wine was to be put accompany the 
order, for the protection of both 
the seller and the purchaser. 


Churches not having hierarchial or- 


ganization will obtain wine on the 
application of the minister or duly 
ee officer of the congrega- 
tion. - 

Jewish congregations, each of 
which is a separate entity under 
no superior prelate, will obtain wine 
for their services on application of 
the rabbi. The historic mead, 
brewed from grapes and honey, will 
continue to be used in the passover 
feast. ‘The bureau has ruled, con- 
trary to erroneous reports that 
mead was prohibited, that the drink 
may be made in accordance with 


ancient custom in the homes of Jew- 


ish families, when intended for use 
in the religious festivas.

“There has been a decided in- 
crease in the number of women who 
registered during the last few 
days,” said Miss Raoul. “That can 
be explained largely by the

that a great many women were 
timid about registering for they had 
had not had the subject brought 
forcibly to their attention. Many 
had heard objections in the past 
from the men of their families, and 
others rather dreaded the responsi- 
bility which they believed will come 
with registering and voting. 

Now, too, the practical values of 
voting are bein~ presented to wo- 
men, and they are beginning to see 
that through registering and voting 
they will be able to help out more 
directly and practically in the va-

FRENCH LABOR STRIKE {CONGRESS PLANS JOT 


WILL INTENSIFY EVIL 


With Production and Trans- 
portation Idle Enormous 
Losses Will Result.

Paris, July 17.— (Special Cable 
Dispatch.) — Although one ostensi- 
ble object of the impending gen- 
eral strike order for next Monday 


by the general confederation of la- 
bor is to protest against the high 
prices, an infallible consequence of 
this cessation of work will be to 
intensify the evil it aims at reme- 
dying. One day without produc- 
tion, without transports, involves 
enormous losses in national reve- 
nue and tremendous bardships to 
the necessitous population of the 
devrstated provinces. 

The total amount of goods trans- 
ported daily is computed at four 
hundred thousand tons, most of 
which is consumed without delay. 
Only about five thousand tons daily 
are added to stocks, consequently a 
long time will be needed before 
production can fill the gap left by 
a day of cessation of labor. 

The proletariats’ shortsightedness 
is therefore largely answerable for 
the evil it professes to remedy, but 
the government is hardly less blame- 
worthy. 

A section of the influential press 
belauds the authorities for the 
series of plans adopted for lower- 
ing the price level, but examined 
closely they are judged and con- 
demned by experts as hollow words. 
Certain customs dues are indeed 
abolished but others are substituted 
proportionately to the increased cost 
of merchandise. Thus iron tubes, 
which hitherto paid eighteen francs 
duty, will henceforth pay one hun- 
dred and twenty francs. 

Although the government calls 
this System a return to liberty of 
commerce, its consequences will 
hardly include a fall in prices.

lantic Ice and Coal corporation, the 


Many of the complaints received at 
the mayor’s office, according to the 
executive secretary, Walker T. Lee, 
came from persons who have sick- 
ness or babies in their homes for 
whom ice is imperatively needed. 
The mayor’s secretary also charged 
that the Atlantic Ice and Coal cor- 
poration has apparently not lived up 
to its agreement made Wednesday 
with Mayor Key looking to the re- 
striction of its consumers during 
the temporary shortage of ice in 
Atlanta. 

The officials of the Atlantic Ice 
end Coal corporation, however, de- 
clare that they are not only living 
up to their agreement, but that they 
are doing everything possible to 
induce their customers to accept 
the reduced ce rations as they 
agreed to do. 

Dalries Are Protected. 

Complaints were also made, Mr. 
Lee said, by dairymen, who wished 
to protect the city milk supply 
by being furnished with a proper 
amount of ice, and this matter was 
taken up by Dr. Claude Smith, city 
bacteriologist, with the heads of the 
ice corporation. This matter was 
quickly adjusted after a conference, 
plenty of ice for the dairymen be- 
ing assured. 

Complaints coming in to Secretary 
Lee, he declared, were in a large
